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Those  who  have  once  visited  St.  Monica's  Home  in  Roxbury, 
the  home  of  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  will  never  cease  to  remember 
the  beautiful  work  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret  in  behalf  of  the 
aged  colored  women  and  the  incurables  of  all  ages. 
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“  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me.” 
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Report  of  the  Sister  in  Charge 

ct  Minutes,  hours,  days,  months,  and  years  pass’d  over  to 
the  end  they  were  created,”  and  another  account  is  to  be  given 
of  what  this  year  has  brought  forth. 

Our  record  of  patients  shows  that  our  admissions  during 
the  twelve  months  of  1922  have  been  forty-eight,  which,  with 

s 

the  sixteen  remaining  from  last  year,  brings  our  total  of  persons 
cared  for  up  to  sixty-four.  Of  this  number,  eight  have  passed 
within  the  veil,  twenty  are  still  under  our  care,  and  for  the  rest, 
they  are  scattered  far  and  wide,  and  though  apparently  lost  sight 
of,  often  turn  up  again,  sometimes  repaying  our  care  of  them  in 
a  wonderful  way.  One  of  them,  a  five-year-ago  patient  —  a 
generous  soul, — still  remembers  us  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christ¬ 
mas  by  well-filled  baskets  of  fruits  and  provisions.  Another, 
who  sixteen  years  ago  came  to  us  in,  as  we  thought,  an  almost 
dying  condition  from  tuberculosis,  wrote  at  Christmas  to  tell  us 
of  her  husband  and  little  boy,  and  what  a  happy  time  they  had 
spent  on  the  festival,  with  a  Christmas  tree  and  all  that  goes  to 
make  life  worth  living,  her  ability  to  do  this  all  coming  from  the 
happy  Christmas  days  she  spent  with  us  for  eight  or  ten  years. 
So  we  feel  that  our  labor  has  not  been  altogether  in  vain. 

We  have  had  one  or  two  rather  unusual  treats  this  past  year. 
The  Lend-a-Hand  Dramatic  Club  of  Greater  Boston  sent  us 
some  money  u  for  holidays,”  but  where  could  we  send  our  old 
folk  where  they  would  be  as  comfortable  as  in  their  own  beds  ? 
So  we  at  last  devised  a  plan  that  met  with  general  approval  :  we 
decided  to  go  on  a  picnic  !  At  eleven  o’clock,  on  a  fine  August 
morning,  two  limousines  drove  up,  and  Aunt  Fanny  being  lifted 
in,  all  the  rest  followed,  some  with  canes,  some  with  umbrellas,

and  some  with  fans.  All  being  safely  deposited,  we  set  forth 
for  Jamaica  Plain  and  the  Children’s  Museum,  that  being  the 
only  place  in  the  Park  where  our  motors  were  allowed  to  drive 
up  on  the  grass  and  unload  their  passengers.  The  superintend¬ 
ent  was  most  cordial  and  helpful,  sending  out  benches  and  chairs, 
and  allowing  those  of  us  who  were  able  to  roam  around  the 
Museum,  and  to  eat  our  lunch  on  the  grounds  —  sandwiches, 
fruit,  ice  cream  and  cake,  and,  to  top  off  with,  ginger  ale  !  Such 
a  feast,  and  so  much  enjoyed  by  every  one!  At  5  p.  M.,  the 
limousines  returned  and  took  us  safely  home  for  an  early  tea, 
all  enjoying  the  day  out-of-doors  and  on  the  green  grass  very 
much.  We  hope  to  repeat  this  treat  another  summer  if  some 
one  sends  us  the  money. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Easter  Day,  the  Parker  House  waiters, 
with  their  chief,  Mr.  Torburt,  arrived  to  present  us  with  a 
handsome  donation  of  $45  for  our  Easter  dinner,  and  this  was 
followed  by  a  musical  entertainment  with  banjo,  violin,  and  bass 
viol,  with  more  friends  coming  to  help  with  the  singing.  Our 
middle  ward,  commonly  called  on  these  occasions  u  The  Mid- 
way,”  was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

Aunt  Fanny  had  her  usual  birthday  party  “five  weeks 
before  Christmas,”  and  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  Days  were 
well  observed,  and  followed  by  the  Christmas  Tree  festival  given 
by  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association.  To  crown  it  all,  Kirkman  and 
Sons,  soap  manufacturers,  gave  us  a  free  moving  picture  enter¬ 
tainment  in  the  back  ward,  which  we  cleared  out  for  the  purpose, 
and  as  many  of  our  old  people  had  never  been  to  the  “  movies,” 
they  enjoyed  it  with  wild  delight.  Many  highly  amusing  scenes 
were  pictured,  as  well  as  the  entire  process  of  soap-making,  and 
at  the  end  all  were  given  a  cake  of  soap.  This  ended  our 
list  of  amusements  for  the  year. 

In  our  Report  last  year  we  appealed  for  $800  to  replace 
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the  piazza  and  board-walk,  and  make  other  outside  repairs; 
but,  alas  !  only  $500  was  forthcoming,  and  as  the  repairs  cost 
$776.91,  we  were  obliged  to  make  up  the  balance  from  a  small 
fund  which  we  had  on  hand,  otherwise  we  would  have  been 
hopelessly  in  debt.  Unfortunately,  our  income  does  not  increase 
proportionately  with  our  expenses,  and  any  small  extra  outlay 
can  only  be  met  by  a  great  effort.  We  are  continually  trying 
to  make  2  plus  2  sum  up  to  5,  though  we  know  it  makes  only 
4,  and  so  the  deficit  can  only  be  made  up  by  some  kind  friends 
u  whose  hearts  God  has  touched.”  We  bring  our  impossible 
sum  to  the  foot  of  the  Cross,  as  the  little  boy  in  the  picture 
brings  his  slate  with  its  erroneous  figures,  there  to  have  the 
mistakes  blotted  out  by  the  loving  hand  of  Charity. 

How  can  we  increase  our  regular  income  so  that  we  shall 
not  be  continually  begging  ?  Our  good  friends,  the  Ladies’  Aid 
Association,  are  always  to  be  depended  upon  for  their  monthly 
appropriation,  and  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Inc.,  have  for 
the  past  few  years  given  us  very  material  assistance,  but  what 
we  also  need  are  annual  subscribers  and  Guilds  and  Societies 
who  would  be  willing  to  subscribe  to  u  A  Day’s  Support”  — 
$20.00  —  choosing  any  day  not  already  appropriated.  We  still 
have  two  hundred  and  fifty  days  vacant,  so  there  is  a  large  area 
of  the  year  to  choose  from. 

We  have  received  our  usual  gifts  of  clothing  frcm  the  Bos¬ 
ton  and  Jamaica  Plain  Needlework  Guild;  carriage  orders  from 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  ;  liberal  donations  from  the 
waiters  of  the  Vendome,  Young’s  Hotel  and  Parker  House,  and, 
at  Christmas  time,  a  wonderful  bushel  basket  full  of  fruits  of  all 
kinds,  from  the  Maryland  Club,  which  is  composed  of  friends 
and  well-wishers  among  our  colored  people.  An  appeal  to  their 
Lodges  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Masons  has  been  most  generously 
answered,  and  our  largest  annual  subscriber,  who  for  the  last 
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two  years  has  given  us  a  dollar  a  day,  sets  an  example  worthy 
of  imitation. 

The  Fair  at  the  Vendome  in  November  proved  a  great  suc¬ 
cess.  Our  new  members  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  con¬ 
tributed  their  share  to  our  good  fortune,  and  many  of  our  old 
friends,  by  their  presence,  purchases  and  good  wishes,  helped 
toward  a  very  happy  day.  Our  receipts  amount  to  $1,602. 

The  “  Gift  Book,”  compiled  last  year  and  intended  to  con¬ 
tain  all  bequests  and  donations,  past,  present  and  future,  received 
but  one  entry  for  the  year  1922  —  a  bequest  from  the  late  Miss 
Julia  S.  Scott,  for  many  years  a  cook  in  the  family  of  Dr.  Carl¬ 
ton  S.  Francis  of  Brookline,  by  whom  she  was  highly  esteemed. 
She  died  here  last  May,  after  an  illness  of  only  a  few  weeks. 
She  had  an  unusual  personality,  having  been  born  in  Guada- 
loupe,  and  coming  here  in  her  young  days.  As  her  gift  is  unre¬ 
stricted  as  to  its  use,  we  shall  keep  it  as  a  Necessity  Fund, 
hoping  that  it  may  be  added  to  from  time  to  time,  and  so  provide 
us  with  a  surplus  to  call  upon  in  any  great  need. 

Our  Chapel  is  to  be  enriched  at  Easter  time  with  a  hand¬ 
some  carpet  for  the  Altar  Pace,  the  gift  of  Miss  Geraldine 
Cabot,  in  memory  of  her  great  aunt,  the  late  Miss  Louisa 
Gardiner,  who  was  among  our  earliest  friends  and  benefactors. 
Money  left  by  her  helped  to  purchase  our  first  house  in  Joy 
Street.  u  The  memory  of  the  just  is  blessed.”

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and 
devises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s 
Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s 
Home  Fund  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modification 
satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of 
individual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home,  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  any  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for 
any  reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect  the  in¬ 
come  of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust 
Company  to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by  the  Society 
of  St.  Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  the  officers  of  St.  Monica’s 
Ladies’  Aid  Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors,  if  any.
